Cucamonga to be Site of 


Multi-Million Dollar Mill 





Cucamonga District moved 
into the big time industrial 
areas with the announce- 
ment that a multi-million dol 
lar steel plant will locate on 
40 acres situated at Haven 
and 8th St 

The proposed mill, on which 
construction is expected to 
start with 30 days, will pro- 
cess alloy and stainiess steel 
and is a part of New Pacific 
Steel Rolling Mills, a division 
of the Consolidated New Pa- 
cific Industry. 

Approximately ten months 
will be required to complete 
the buildings and instal! the 
equipment after the first con- 
struction is started 

With a basic payro!! of 125, 
the mill will employ about 
250 people as production in- 
creases. 

Preliminary to the move in- 
to this area, two years of in- 
tensive engineering study 
have gone into selecting a 
site and designing the most 
modern steel mills in the 
world. 

General contracting for the 
firm will be a Cleveland corp- 
oration and the mill will be 
built by the Empire Steel 
Building Company of Los An- 
geles. 

In the first construction 
phase there will be 100,000 
square feet of concrete build- 
ing space. And there will be 
three mills in all. 

The mill will be modern in 
every respect and laborator- 
ies will play a constant role 
in surveillance of the quality 
of the alloys and stainless 
steel produced.

Caution 
Urged by 
Wessely 


“Be careful, cautious and 
courteous, especially to the 
first time student,” Upland 
Police Chief John Wessely re 
minded drivers this week 

“The youngsters have been 
out of school for a long time, 
and have likely become for 
getful,"” he added. “It's up 
to the motorists to make al 
lowance for the foot faults o! 
these yOungsters.” 

Chief Wessely also went on 
to point that Upland traffic 
officers will be alert for any 
infractions of the law, parti 
cularly in the school areas 
“Pverv year we have a few 
neediess accidents and injur 
ies, and we are making ever) 
effort to avoid them this 
school vear,”’ the Chief con 
tinued, 

“Though the prima facie 
speed limit near schools is 26 
mph, conditions may warrant 
slower speeds and extra cau 
tion. A driver can be held for 
reckless driving if a pedes 
trian, or a vehicle is reck 
lessivy endangered.” 

Special crossing guards 
have been posted at three !o 
cations near schools: 13th and 
15th on uclid, Sth Ave at 
Arrow, and San Antonio and 
lith. Parents should insist 
that their children use these 
guarded walkways, and those 
children using bicycles should 
dismount while crossing the 
street accompanied by a 
guard.
